DECLINES INVITATION TO 
PUBLIC RECEPTION. 


GOING AT ONCE TO RANCH ON 
ATHI RIVER.

Dr. Roark waa bom at Oreenvliie, Ky., 
May 19. 1869. He was educated In the 
Greenvlffe Academy and In the National 
Normal University at Lebanon, O.. where 
he was graduated In 188!. He was mar- 
tied to Mary Creegan at Lebanon In 1S82, 
and taught for several years In his alma 
mater. In 1886 he established the Glas¬ 
gow Normal School at Glasgow, JCy., 
where he remained four years, when be 
was selected as dean of the pedagogical 
department of State University at Lex¬ 
ington. In this position he remained for 
seventeen year*.

Takes Post-Graduate Course. 


After spending n year tn post-graduate 
work In Clark University, at Worcester. 
Mass., ho was selected as president of the 
Eastern Kentucky State Normal School, 
In which position he remained up to tho 
time of death. Dr. Roark also received 
the degree of Ph. D. from the National 
Normal University at Lebanon, O.. In 
1S96.

The v«*rdlct of the Jury In 
each cose Is (list the barrel* of whisky 
are guilty as alleged The Government 
managed to prove to the Jury by means of 
chemfial tests and analysis that the 
whisky had been subjected to adultera¬ 
tion.* The Government reeled Its case en¬ 
tirely on th*> accuracy and efficiency of 
like chemical test to prove whisky adult¬ 
eration or the addition of spirits 

Attorney* Levi Cooke, of Washing 
who conducted the defense In behalf of 
the whleky interest*, stated that if th* 
verdict la permitted to stand there Is 
nothing to deter Government agents from 
relshis: whisky everywhere and *t «U 
fie- on the market.

Signs lighted by electricity. 

Desk and Ceiling Fans run by electricity. 

One of the strikingly original features of the Kentucky* 
Electric Company's booths is an installation of Linolite— 
one continuous line of light forming a frieze entirely 
around the largest booth used. The ceiling of this bootii 
is a inass of studded frosted globes lighted by electricity. 
On the back wall is shown every size of carbon filament 
and Tungsten lamps.

A card that 
is being distributed at the Kentucky Electric Company’s 
booths gives the schedule of how these signs will read on 
eleven nights of the Exposition and shows how the sign 
•will look on the “Twelfth Night." Full details of the giv¬ 
ing of $20 in gold and a handsome copy of Shakespeare’s 
“Twelfth Night" arc to be found on the card of explana¬ 
tion.

For more than half a century 
she has relied and relied with Justice 
on the effective support of Great Urlt- 
alrt, hitherto principally against Rus¬ 
sian machination, but In effect against 
anyone who would drive the Sick Man 
from Europe. English officers trained 
and commanded her gendarmerie, re¬ 
organised her finances and equipped 
her ships; and Etiglamrs experience 
with Mohammedan peoples In Egypt., 
In the Sudan and In British India was 
an asset of Incalculable value and 
shared In minor degree only by France 
In Algeria and Russia In Turkestan. 
The coincidence which brings those 
three Powers together as allies is one 
that bodes well for the perpetration of 
the Young Turkish era They are at 
l©ast concerned in securing for It a fair 
trial, and in giving the heterogeneous 
assemblage of Turks and Kurds and 
Greeks and Jews a chance to reform 
their country from within. The symp¬ 
toms are disquieting, but not neces¬ 
sarily threatening to the cause of that 
party of union and progress which car¬ 
ried out the earlier coup d’etat; if, 
however, to them be added the menace 
of foreign Interference it may well be 
that another stage has been reached 
in the debate of the Concert of Europe.

Young Turks and Old Troubles. 

The regenerated Ottoman empire, 
scarcely emerged from the bloodless 
revolution of last summer, has fur¬ 
nished the world with an unpleasant 
surprise: the moderation and restraint 
which presided over the disappearance 
of the old regime have given place io 
the turbulent fanaticism of the soldiery, 
and those who were most skeptical of 
the future of a movement which they 
regarded as artificial and engineered 
may now Insist with much show of rea¬ 
son that tho rani Turk haf come to the 
jurfacc and the ora of imprisonment, 
exile and death ha* returned to stay. 

Writing in the current number of the # 
> ftlonal Review Lord Newton, whose 
:lr*t-hand knowledge of conditions en¬ 
tires him to respectful healing, de¬ 
clares: “One conclusion at any rat# 
may be arrived at with some certain¬ 
ty. There Is a genera) consensus of 
©pinion that a return to the old state of 
things is quit© out of tho question and 
that, whatever happens, the cjbr.njpt 
And paralyzing rulh of the palace w ill 
never be re-established.” That con¬ 
clusion la borne out by the latest ex¬ 
ploit of the military, who. from Icing 
the prime movers In the original rev¬ 
olution, are become the determining 
factor In^ the present crisis, and who. 
undoubtedly, are actuated less by the 
political exigencies of the day than by 
a well-grounded fear lest in the recent 
elevation of HUml Pasha the destruc¬ 
tion of their influence was brought 
ominously near. 

It cannot be too earnestly insisted 
upon that the advantages which have 
accrued to Turkey under a measure of 
Parliamentary Government are very 
real, and are not such as any nation Is 
at all likely to relinquish. First of 
these are tho removal of arbitrary re¬ 
strictions on personal liberty, an Im¬ 
proved and more economical Internal 
administration, greater security In tho 
provinces, amounting In Macedonia to 
an all hut complete cessation of guer¬ 
rilla warfare, and the beginnings of a 
scientific reorganization of both tlu> 
army and navy, which so far us person¬ 
nel are concerned have not their su¬ 
perior In Europe. ThereJa on the other 
hand, and a* the actual event Indicates, 
ihe danger that the army, having once 
participated In politics, may g»;t the 
habit, and that Its leaders may go any 
lengths to retain their preponderating 
and pernicious Influence; next after 
that Is the specter of foreign aggres¬ 
sion and anti-Christian reprisal*. Tur¬ 
key’s need Is the opportunity of her 
neighbors, and her embarrassment 
would be the signal for some other 
Aehrcnthal to Inaugurate a spirited 
foreign policy of which the Sublime 
Porte would be expected to foot all the 
hills. 

There has been much surprise that 
Austria's defiance of the Concert of 
Europe, based quite openly on German 
support and made possible by the sup¬ 
posed military Impotence of Ru*#la, 
has been permitted to harvest Its re¬ 
sults without so much as a pro forma 
protest. So far a* Turkey Is concerned 
It has resulted primarily In the pay¬ 
ment of an Indemnity she had no mean* 
of collecting, in the spontaneous en¬ 
forcement or a boycott against Austrian 
Importations extremely disturbing to 
that country's exports, in the bringing 
closer together of Russia and Gr»*at 
Britain as natural allies in such a 
Juncture, and in the collapse of that 
German Influence which had begun to 
ho paramount at Ylldlx Kiosk, but 
which necessarily paid Its part of the 
penalty of Von AehrenihaYs aggres¬ 
sion. All the Jingoes in England nr 
Germany will not force either to fight

Finding Room. 

It la authoritatively given out at 
Washington that Senator Aldrich and 
Speaker Cannon haw agreed to work 
for the creation of a permanent tariff 
commission, the composition of which, 
it is said, is to be of seven members, 
to be appointed by the President with 
the approval of the Senate. Two ex¬ 
perts are to be on the board, which 
shall, however, for the most part, in¬ 
clude former members of Congress, de¬ 
feated In the last campaign, whom it 
is expedient to take care of. and who.

be willing to travel abroadggt the ex- 
l>ense of Uncle Sam with the object 
of inveetitfating at first hand foreign 
economic condition* and the working 
of foreign tariff regulations. 

In the list of those for whom it is 
thought desirable to find room one 
meets the names of former Representa¬ 
tive James E. Watson, of Indiana, who 
has been tipped for ipore offices than 
one cares to remember; of ex-Senator* 
Long, Hansbrbugh and Fulton, and of 
former Representative W. P. Hepburn, 
probably the best equipped of them all. 
The idea, of course, is In furtherance 
of the campaign to that end which has 
all along had the co-operation of the 
President, and tt is not Impossible that 
effect will be given to It by an amend¬ 
ment to the tariff measure now pending 
in the. Sen ate. 

The plan of such a commission has 
considerable to commend it. criticism 
being reserved for the very evident Job¬ 
bery which prompts Its realization at 
this time and In this way. There is 
no doubt that much of the w’ork on 
schedules and classifications Is unsci¬ 
entific and haphazard, and we are 
dally hearing of oversights and errors 
and blunders which could not, or at 
least, should not occur In a measure 
intended to have a certain degree of 
finality. Mistakes made in good faith 
are mistake* that can he rectified—and 
the "Jokers" which *©em of the very 
essence of this scheme conceived In 
spoliation, bom under privilege and 
fostered by an elaborate campaign of 
robbery under forms of law, wduld 
have to be less clumsily disguised, to 
pass Inspection by a board of experts, 
unless Indeed they should originate 
with the m. 

Passing of the Old-Time Murderer. 

I,t has been d«ddad by the attorney* 
for CUpt. Peter C. Haina, Jr, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement from New 
York, that upon the sole plea of "In- 
a.'uvlty" wHU the defense of tlheir client 
be baaed. The killing itself will be ad¬ 
mitted; l*h«r* will bo no effort to excuse 
«Wm on the pretext tba4. nobody was 
shot; bonrover. in acknowledging the. 
shooting and the death of Annls it will 
be submitted that the Captain was 
crazy and. therefore, should be sent to 
a sanitarium—whence he may be re¬ 
loaded shortly afterword as a safe and 
sane peraon. 

It Is not surprising, of course, that 
this should be the decision of the law¬ 
yers of the exse. Everything pointed 
u> Just such a plan. And the' worst of 
It is that the Captain, to Judge from the 
modem tendency of New York Jurte*. I* 
apt to he acquitted of murder on the 
ground offered. 

If the practice of the past few years 
keeps up—and It will—4t win* os If a 
real, genuine old-fo*hi«med murderer 
will soon be obsolete. There will 
follow a shifting of terms. Just 
a* the Insane person of the past 
hit* income a "patient**—and very 
properly no—so will the murderer of the 
fuiuro become an "Insane person." 
Killing will cease to be & crime and. In¬ 
stead. will b* but an expression of In¬ 
sanity which, while probably dum/st.rous 
to the killed, involve* m» particular dis¬ 
comfort for the killer. A short stay In 
a place of dowmy bed* and <v>unw> din¬ 
ner*. with a trained nuroe and a physi¬ 
cian or two to complete the otage sot¬ 
ting. and the ’'insane person" will be 
turned loose once more upon the world, 
to become Insane again If he care* to 
or to an example far others with an 
Inclination or tenipat’ion to send a bullet 
Into somebody, reveal themselves ma¬ 
niacs and go through the same process 


of downy beds, course dinners and 
trained nurse*. 

When the day of the murderer Ut 
surely gone, how we ahull look back on 
the old time* and ridicule those be- 
| nigh ted people who uclually dared 
j to consktar a deliberate killing ns mur- 
d**r. murder a* crlmu and chine ats 
soinuMuiitg d'oervlttg of punlelimenk! 
And 1h>w we ahull regard a* martyr* 
Ihnra once-upem-a-time murderers and 
u**u**di*s» wh ». vlct'.m* of lgu»>ranee and 
Injustice, were sent to penlteiitiiorle#, 
gallow* and electric chairs! We ahull 
th'Ji: ki»w’ that penAemtarlas and 

hangmen and death chairs arc only for 
burglars, pickpockets and tr»e|> wni .

Patten Says Price of Wheat 
Is Natural One. 


DECLARES WORLD’S SUPPLY IS 
NOT EQUAL TO DEMAND. 


INTENDS TO GET OUT OF THE 
MARKET SOON. 


In a few more days Beach H&rgl* 
will have Ms second trial. Since hts 
previous hearing he has furnished 
criminologists and *ociotogt»ts an im¬ 
pressive Illustration of the false benev¬ 
olence which allows a degenerate, with 
blood on hts hands and In his heart, 
to roam at large. The previous Jury, 
in falling to curtail the liberty of this 
patricide, may have been moved by 
pity for a youth whose very origin 
and training made tt Impossible for 
lflnt to rise U> any great height of citi¬ 
zenship, or it may have been moved 
by pity for tho weeping mother, but 
the history of Beach Hargis since then 
has made clear that the Jury not only 
did him a great wrong by not saving 
him from himself, but it wronged the 
boy’s mother In not putting him out 
of evil ways and played false to *o- 
clety In exinwrtng it to so monstrous a 
character. There is no disposition here 
to prejudge Beach Hargis. The past 
facts speak for themselves. He has tx'en 
a terror In his community ever since 
a Jury failed to convict him—such a 
terror that hi* own bondsmen had him 
locked up. In having him restrained 
the bondsmen did a service to society, 
perhaps, but they did a greater serv¬ 
ice to him. 


Was It not George Borrow who said 
that everyone loved a good fight and 
a good fighter, but that not everyone 
was willing to acknowledge it? It’s 
Just as true to-day a* it was In the 
fifties, and there’s Just as little draw'- 
Ing of the color line a a when Black 
Sam put on the gloves with Jem Mace, 
most doughty of pugilists. And now, 
sadly be Jt mentioned aa of a hero 
fallen upon evil days. Mace Is an ap¬ 
plicant to the English Government for 
an old-age pension. "I shall be 78 In 
April." says the veteran, "and I never 
^fclt better In my life. 1 could have 
had now a fortune of 8250.000 If I 
had been careful, but somehow the 
money went.” It’s the same # old story, 
pitiful and pregnant. 


Our British cousins ought to feel 
a little "sheepish” over the reception 
of "An Englishman’s Home” in Berlin.

Chicago, April 14.—Baker* are not tak 
Ing at all kindly to the game of boosting 
the staff of Ilf© now being played on the 
Board of Trade. 

One wholesaler. In speaking of the sit¬ 
uation. says: 

"The wholesale price of bread ai 4 cent# 
a loaf was fixed by the bakers several 
years ngo when flour was selling at 8i& 
a bafirel. There was good profit in It then 
and the standard weight of a loaf of 
bread was fixed In this city at one pound 
hy ordinance. About one-half the cost of 
hretid comes in the wages and the cost 
of delivery, and the other half Is material 
Later there was # movement to tAk© off 
the legal restrictions a* to the sue of a 
loaf, und the matter is still pending in 
the State courts. 

"Wages have increased during th© last 
five yearn, uml have got tn a point where 
they cut a deep hole In the profit on 
breed, and now finur is up from 85.«0 to 
a barrel, and the profit Is all gone 
umtsa tli© baker turns out a loaf w Igh- 
Ing not more than ten or ©l©veit ounces. 
Above that there Is no profit ut all.” 

New York Bakers Waiting. 

New York. April 14 — Master Bakers in 
New \ork have reached no decision. In 
fact. Iiuve hardly considered the probabil¬ 
ity of reducing the nix© of loaves of bread 
an Ihe result of the so-called Patten wheat 
corner. A few Individual bakers have cut 
the #!t© of their loaves, but no organized 
movement ha* been taken by the Master 
Bakers’ Association. The association de¬ 
clined to give out the names of those who 
had made reductions.

MAKES HIS REASONS BRIEF. 


Frankfort, Ky.. April 11—[Speclal.]-In 
refusing to grant pardon*, nowadaya, the 
Governor la making hi* reason* brief and 
Instead of du tutlng a long review of «a£h 
case he simply write* Ins reasons on tne 
wrapper containing the paper*. He acteu 
in a number of oases this afternoon. 

He refused to grant a pardon to Bud 
Harrison, convicted of voluntary man¬ 
slaughter, In Spencrr county, and sen¬ 
tenced: to the penitentiary for ten year*. 

Richard Sampson. who was convicted of 
pelt! larceny and given a jail sentence of 
six month. also failed to get a pardon. He 
ua* sentenced In Boyd county and the 
Governor say* no good reason for a par¬ 
don is shown. 

Because no ground at all Is shown for a 
pardon. Qov. Willson refused clemency In 
the case of Charle* Burcham. **nt to the 
penitentiary for five year* for horse steal¬ 
ing from Clark county. 

• • • 

Not Good Reason. 


Because a man who has prosecuted a 
case relent* and asks for a pardon Is not 
a good reason for granting that pardon. 
Gov. Willson saya in refusing to pardon 
William Miller, convicted in Faldwell 
county of housebreaking and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for four year*. The 
Governor wrote on the wrapper. "It Is 
represented that the man whose house 
was broken Into signs the petition for 
pardon. This offense Is a very dangerous 
crime. The Jury found this man guilty 
and sentenced him for four years and 
there Is no evidence that It is wrong. The 
forglvenoH* of the man whose home wo* 
broken Into is not In any way binding on 
the Stat*. The pardon would weaken the 
lee son to other men who might consider 
housebreaking." 

The Governor refused to pardon Jack 
Stanley, stmt to tho penitentiary from 
Bike county for ton year* for manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

The Governor restored to dtlxenshlp Lee 
Gay. who served one year In the peni¬ 
tentiary on a nhargo of grand larceny, 
being sent from Breathitt county.

He refused to grant a remission of the 
fine Imposed upon Green B Flvnn. con¬ 
victed In Pulaski county of selling 
liquor without a license and says that 
Flynn Is running a blind tiger across the 
Slate line. 

Ho refused to pardon Walter Stockton, 
sent to the penitentiary for five years 
from Mason county on a charge of rob¬ 
bery He say* there Is nothing to show 
that the verdict was too severe. 

Although the woman, a negro, who was 
attacked, is of bad character and has 
since been sent to the reform school. Ed¬ 
ward Wilson, convicted of detaining a 
worrmn. does not get a pardon. The Gov 
cm or say* It la not a case whore a pardon 
is a remedy and tie refused to grant It. 
Wilson was sent to the penitentiary for 
three years from Fayette county on a 
charge of detaining * woman 

Gov. Willson refused to grant a pardon 
to John Walker, sent to 4ne penitentiary 
for twenty-one years, In 1!X)S. from Louis¬ 
ville. on conviction of manslaughter. He 
killed a woman, but the papers do not 
show who tl»e woman was The Governor 
says tluit some of his beat neighbors think 
that five rears Is enough punishment for 
Che orlmo The man is a negro and In 
writing about the case a friend of Gov. 
Willson said: "John Is a good boy," and 
Gov Willson remarked when he refused 
the application, "Yea, good for twenty-one 
years.

George Hartford Pardoned. 


Gov. Willson thla afternoon pardoned 
George Hartford, sent to the penitentiary 
for eighteen years from Whitley county 
on conviction as accessory to murder. 
Hiram Rak*»r was kilted by Paris Shot-' 
well In Corbin several ymra ago Shot- 
well w an convicted and Hartford was also 
convicted a* an accessory. l»elng found 
guilty of manslaughter. 

On ttie day of the killing Hartford and 
Shotwell. wbo had been sworn In as spe¬ 
cial police, attempted to arrest Baker, 
and there was trouble. Raker was killed 
und it aw* charged that he had fired into 
the home of Hartford. Gov. Willson >es- 
tenlay pardoned Shot well and now he 
t urn* leone Hartford, os he says there was 
no evidence that Hartford fired a shot or 
did anything to aid In the killing of 
Baker.

D. M Allen, superintendent of the Jeffer¬ 
sonville Supply Company, when uskod 
yesterday If the plant was about to bo 
sold or had been already, said he had no 
knowledge that either was tho cos* Ho 
said he had received a letter a few days 
ugo cdtapllmetiting him on his close col¬ 
lections. but nothing was said In any 
way regarding tho futuro of the company, 
lie said several persons bad called him up 
bv telephone during the day and asked 
him regarding the sale. 

n here is something tn the air, however, 
that Indicates there Is a prospective 
change In tho ownership of the Jefferson¬ 
ville Water Supply Company and that Im¬ 
pression prevails to some extent among 
the city officials. The company has had 
numerous difficulties to contend with and 
on several occasions the pay for the city 
water has been held up because It wus 
claimed the service was not satisfactory. 
There (s now a suit pending In the Clark 
Circuit Court to eotnpell the company by 
an alternative wrtt of mandate to live up 
to the terms of its franchise In furnish¬ 
ing wtmleaome drinking water and to gtva 
u pressure for fire service that will not 
require the use of a lire engine. 

At one period the company had a bill 
of S3*Ltt> against the city and this was 
compromised by the payment of about 
#26.000 through a special tnx levy, It be¬ 
ing a part of the agreement that the en¬ 
tire amount should be spent tn Improve¬ 
ments, Wells were sunk and pure water 
was secured, but It was found that the 
machinery which there was enough money 
on hand to buy could not pump sufficient 
water to supply the entire city and as a 
result nearly one-half of the consumers 
are furnished muddy water from the riv¬ 
er. It Is said that in case the pending 
deal Is carcml out the puicMgsera of the 
present system will put In enough capital 
to convert tbe plant Into an up-to-date 
ore In every way.

“The Bright and Breexy Spot," Is the 
very appropriate designation which has 
been given to the Kentucky Electric Com¬ 
pany’s exhibit at the exposition. The 
brilliant illumination Installed at Its three 
booths. Immediately under the hand stand 
and the number and- variety of electric 
fans put Into use are responsible for the 
term. 

The Kentucky Electric Company occu¬ 
pies 000 square feet of floor space in these 
three booths and Is using l.OOrt feet of wall 
space. The crowd Is pointed to the booth 
by two sectional letter signs, one over the 
other, facing the tower at the intersect 1 »n 
of Marconla and Volta ntsles. The booths 
of the company are very* attractively dec¬ 
orated. it appearing that the Company Is 
attempting to show all the us*a to which 
electricity may be put In the home, fac¬ 
tory and office. 

Those who enjoy seeing the wheels go 
round will have their desire fully grati¬ 
fied nt the booths of the Kentucky Elec¬ 
tric Company. The demonstrators ore 
washing, ironing, fret?xlng cream, grlnd- 
Ihg meat, pulverising coffee and spices, 
polishing shoes, sweeping carpets, mas¬ 
saging faces, lighting signs, operating 
desk and celling fans and running all slsea 
of motors by electricity. 

On the walls of the Company's exhibit 
are shown nearly JOn night scenes in 
Louisville, photographs of electric signs 
of all sixes, window lighting and outlin¬ 
ing of building* on the current of the 
Kentucky Electric Company. Above these 
photographs is one continuous tine of light 
forming a fries* around the booth, this 
Installation b*lng something *i*w In the 
exposition. It is called "Llnollte " Frost¬ 
ed globes stud the entire celling onfl on 
the luich wail are shown the many differ¬ 
ent kltida of carbon 'filament and Tung¬ 
sten lamps. 

For the edification of the public not 
versed in kilowatts, ampere*, volt*, etc., 
the Company Is displaying a specially de¬ 
signed meter that indlc.ntm the cost per 
month of the burning of each slxe lamp, 
while clos* by Is shown under glass, a 
meter attached to a sufficient number of 
lamps to Indlcato a ktlowat hour nf g'ven 
periods. For those hlstorl* ally inc’lncd 
the company Is displaying under glass the 
first Incandescent lamps made nnd used 
on the Western Hemisphere, in the yenr 
IKct As a souvenir of the exs>osttlon. 
there I* being distributed from the Ken¬ 
tucky Electric Company's hnoths a hand¬ 
some set of blotters, conveniently padded. 
The two electric sign# over the company s 
booth are being changed daily. 

One of the striking features of the Ken¬ 
tucky Electric Company's Installation ot 
the Armory I* not to be found, however, 
under the band stand The company 
bought wall space at the aouth end of 
the Armory, immediately over the en¬ 
trance to the main hall, for two thtrty-aix 
foot vertical signs One of these Is to the 
east of the big electric clock contain ng 
5,500 lamps, and the other to the west. The 
signs are connected with the clock In a 
manner to flash first one and then the 
other As the big clock swings toward 
the cost the eye of the spectator is caught 
with the sign "Ky-EI-Co. Light." flashing 
in that direction As It swings back to 
the west this sign la oxtlngulshcd and 
“Ky-EI-Co Power" flashes on the gaze of 
the spectator. This flashing process la 
repeated every three seconds.

THIRTY-TWO RILLED 


IN RIOT IN BIG MEXICAN GOAL 
MINING CAMP, 


Affray Occurred Saturday Following 
Mayor’s Attempt To Stop 
a Procession. 


City of Mexico. April 14.—According to a 
dispatch received In this city to-day the 
rioting which occurred at Vslardena. the 
big coal-raining romp in the State of Coa- 
huila last Saturday, wus more serious 
than at first reported, thirty-two men be¬ 
ing killed and many Injured. The trouble 
was Instigated by Father Ramon > alen- 
xuela. the narlsh priest. It Is assorted, who 
lies In a hospital hovering between fife 
snd death. Fourteen of th* rioters have 
been summarily executed by the •Jovsm- 
ment troops and many imprisoned Many 
Americans reside In Vtlordeno. tho c.unp 
being controlled by American «opltal. 

The leaders of the mob. whiefi whs well 
organised, avoided attacking Amei tram 
or destroying American property TtA 
fighting occurred when the mayor at¬ 
tempted to stop a religious procession 
handed by the village priest, the laws of 
Mexico forbidding such parades. K thou¬ 
sand parishioners followed tha priest, 
wishing to witness the annual burning of 
Judas, and w*hen the orders of the town 
executive became known the mob, becom¬ 
ing enraged, stoned and later burned the 
house of the mayor. That official and Ids 
wife escaped by climbing a rear wall nud 
seeking protection In the homes of the 
American colony. 

Tli# rioters then stormed a Chine** 
hotel, looting It of all liquors and foods 
and t err ot bring the neighborhood during 
the night by their drunken orgy- The 
police force. In an effort to restore order, 
fired on the mob. many of the members 
of which were armed well. The officers, 
however, were forced to retreat, leaving 
six of their number dead In the main 
street of the town. 

Later troops, which had been tele¬ 
graphed for. arrived on a special train, 
and a short but fierce fight between the 
troops tand the rioters ensued. 

Thvr© were thirty-two deaths and a 
number Injured. Fatlwr Vslensuela was 
arrested. On* of hls followers succeeded 
In smuggling In a knife to hla cell and 
the priest stabbed himself six ilmss tn a 
vain attempt to conjmlt suicide. He was 
discovered by tlx* guard# nnd Is now in 
the prUkin husrpital, hovering between life 
and death. Quiet has V*ien restored.

The difficulty has been wutet. it hit* 
been necessary to put the pumps to work 
and keep them running night and day. 
When the sewer was built forty you * 
«l£o there was not much water for It 
to carry off. Since that distant date 
laundries and various other places which 
have an abundance of sewage have b© n 
built. Thia water keeps i»ourtng Into the 
ditch and is causing all the troubles of 
the engineering department of LouisvllK 

It has been found necessary to construct 
small dams deep down In ttia pit beneath 
the street. so that the water may lx? h»*ld 
Hack and provide a dry, clear space f »r 
the laying of the new sewer pipe A ma¬ 
jority of each day Is spent in fighting the 
water, and but little time remains to 
lay the new sewer However, the work 
U progressing with all possible speed and 
no serious accidents have occurred The 
only trouble has come from a misconcep¬ 
tion of the amount of abater that was to 
he encountered In the old sewer. |
